Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant 
claims are drawn to a method for producing a carboxylic acid by oxidizing an oily 
alcohol or oily ketone with hydrogen peroxide in the presence or a metal compound. 
The closest prior art of record, i.e., references listed on PTO-1449 forms, teach such a 
process being conducted in a homogeneous reaction system. The closest prior art fails 
to teach or fairly suggest conducting said reaction using a heterogeneous reaction 
system, which is shown in the instant specification to provide unexpectedly higher yield 
and selectivity to the carboxylic acid then the homogeneous reaction system.
